IS HE “JACK THE RIPPER?’' 


C O N F E S S I O N O F A M U R D E R O U S 
F I E N D .

London, Feb. 12.—Another woman mur­ 
der and mutilation has been discovered and 
the probable murderer arrested. 
The mur­ 
der is similar in its details to those com­ 
mitted in Whitechapel. 
It is possible the 
man arrested is the Whitechapel fiend, 
“Jack the RiDper." 
Following are the circumstances as far as 
made known by the police: A man aud 
woman, names unknown, came to Dundee 
three weeks ago and took a small house. 
They said they came from London, 
Sus­ 
picion was directed against them from the 
beginning and they were watched by de­ 
tectives. Recently the woman disappeared. 
The detectives had not seen her leave tho 
house and no traces could be found 
of her departure. 
Yesterday the man was 
rrested and the house searched, when a 
horrible discovery was made. 
A box in 
the basement was broken open by the 
police, and in it was found the body of the 
missing woman. 
The head had been cut 
off, tho legs amputated, and the stomach 
ripped open. 
The awful work bore all the appearance 
of having been done by the same hand that 
perpetrated tho successive horrors in Lon­ 
don. 
There is reason to believe the man now 
in custody is that man. 
In this respect, 
however, tho police authorities maintain 
great reticence. 
The victim’s husband, W. H. Bury, a 
resident of Whitechapel, London, under ar­ 
rest on suspicion, hast confessed tho crime. 
Bury said that he left Whitechapel three 
weeks ago. 
He refuses to say why he left 
there, and acknowledges that he had no 
business requiring his attention at Dundee. 
He says that he and his wife drank heavily 
Saturday night before retiring and that he 
does not know how he got to l>ed. 
Upon 
awakening, he says, he found his wife ly­ 
ing upon the floor with a rope around her 
neck. 
Actuated by a sudden and mad im­ 
pulse, for which he cannot account, he 
seized a knife and slashed the body. Upon 
reason returning he became alarmed and 
hastily crushed the body into the chest in 
which it was found, thinking to flee and 
make his escape. 
Ho found, however, that 
ho could not leave his wife’s remains and 
he finally resolved to inform the police. 
The theory of tho police officials is that 
Bury’s wife knew of facts connecting him 
with tho east end atrocities, and that she 
took him to Dundeo in the hope of prevent­ 
ing a recurrence of the crimes.

111., Feb. 1*2.—Lo$§ than a 
quorum was present at Monday afternoon's 
session of the House, but notwithstanding a 
great deal of business was done. 
Mr. Hun­ 
ter of Winnebago introduced a resolution 
authorizing the Speaker to appoint com­ 
mittee clerks on the recommendation of a 
m ajority of the chairmen comprising the 
respective groups. 
The resolutiou was 
ldopted. 
Mr. Lester introduced a resolu­ 
tion in reference to a constitutional con­ 
vention, aud had it referred to committee 
in judicial department. 
The resolution is 
is follows: 
“ Resolved, By the House of Represen­ 
tatives, the Senate concurring therein, that 
I convension is necessary to revise, alter or 
imend the constitution of this State, and 
tho question of calling such convention 
shall bo submitted to the electors of this 
State at the next election for State Treas­ 
urer, State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction and menders of tho General As­ 
sembly, as provided for by article 14 of the 
present constitution.’1 
Mr. Sundelius introduced a bill to confer 
upon cities and villages the power to fix 
the rates for the use of telephones and for 
the transportation of passengers by street­ 
cars and elevated railways, and also em­ 
powers them to regulate the price of gas 
in such city or village. 
Mr. McClanahan introduced a lull con­ 
taining im portant 
amendments 
to the 
dram-shop act. 
It provides that one-third 
of the amount of a license shall lie paid in 
advance into the treasury of tho town 
granting the license ard two-thirds into the 
county treasury also, in advance. 
Mr. Jones of Sangamon introduced a 
concurrent resolution reciting some of tho 
faults of tho exisiting constitution and sub­ 
m itting to a vote of tho people the question 
of the necessity of a constitutional conven- 
vention. It was at tho request of the author 
referred to the committee on revenue. 
Mr. Hayes of the committee on elections 
made a long report on tho subject of the 
bill introduced by Mr. Converse providing 
amendments to tho election laws in accord­ 
ance with ti e Australian election system. 
He said that the committee had carefully 
considered the m?asure at a series of meet­ 
ings, and while approving tho bill in prin­ 
ciple had found necessity for many amend­ 
ments. 
These amendments had taken tho 
form of a new bill which tho committee re­ 
ported back as a substitute with tho recom­ 
mendation that it be read a first time and 
ordered to second reading. 
This was done 
by general consent. 
The substitute bill provides for “ voting 
compartments” where voters may retireHo 
select and fold their ballots; that the sev­ 
eral tickets shall bo placed in Separate 
packages w ithin an enclosure about tho bal­ 
lot box; that no persoirshall be allowed to 
distribute ballots Within IOO feet of the 
polls; that all false and split tickets and all 
printed pasters must be iu red ink and that 
an officer shall bo appointed at each poll­ 
ing-place to enforce the provisions of this 
act. 
A dozen bills on the order of first read­ 
ing were taken up and rea l a first timo 
aud ordered to second reading. 
Several 
gentlemen fdesired to proceed to tho intro­ 
duction of bills, but objections were ftiado 
and the House adjourned. 
T ile Senate. 
Tho session of tho Senate Monday was 
very brief. 
Mr. 
Reinhardt presented a 
communication from tho appellate judges 
of the Second district at Ottawa asking an 
appropriation for a new look-case. 
On 
motion of Mr. Crawford tho communication 
from the Governor of Kansas in relation to 
the alleged beef and pork trust and the ac­ 
companying resolution were made a special 
order for Tuesday morning immediately 
after the reading of the journal. 
Bills were introduced as follows: 
By 
Mr. Garrity, empowering city councils to 
fix the price of gas and tho rate of street­ 
car fare and of telephone service; bv Mr. 
Greenwood, m aking 
appropriations for 
additional building to accommodate OOO 
additional patients a t the Northern Hospi­ 
tal for the Insane at Elgin; by Mr. H er­ 
rick, to require railroad companies to keep 
their right of way clear of dry grass and 
dead weeds; also a bill to fix tho compensa­ 
tion of trustees where no compensation is 
now fixed by the statutes; also a bill to per­ 
m it highway commissioners to temporarily 
suspend the organization 
of 
township 
drainage districts when there is no neces­ 
sity for Jsuch organization on petition of 
two-thirds of the land-owners in number 
and in oxtent of land in said districts. 
A mass-meeting held in the Christian 
church Monday night asked the Legislature 
to pass tho resolution for tho submission of 
a prohibitory amendment.

He 
asked to have the petition referred to the 
committee on appropriations, and hoped 
that that committee would make tho neces­ 
sary recommendations. 
The petition was so 
referred. 
Mr. Sherman said that ho had been in­

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 
12.—In the 
Legislature Monday Representative Nolan's 
bill repealing tho statute which makes a 
criminal offense to intimidate men from 
working or to interfere with tho running of 
trains was ordered engrossed. 
Mr. Nolan 
explained that he introduced tho bill in 
compliance with the convention that nomi­ 
nated him. 
He thought two sections of the 
present law were unnecessarily severe upon 
workingmen, and that tho general statutes 
were sufficient to restrain acts of violence. 
He regarded this act as a stigma upon la­ 
bor, and declared it was passed at tho in 
stigation of a railroad attorney. 
There 
was considerable opposition to Mr. Nolan's 
bifi. 
A unique bill has l>een introduced in tho 
Legislature by Senator Bischouski to legal­ 
ize the marriage of Rachel Mason Coy to 
Lawrence Burgess and to legitimize their 
four children, three of whom aro now liv­ 
ing. 
Rachel Mason married John Coy at 
Terre Haute in 1843. 
The following year 
Coy deserted lier and after an absence of 
six years she married Burgess, believing 
her first husband to bo dead. 
Burgess 
enlisted in the Union army and was killed 
in battle. 
For twelve years after his death 
she supposed she was his widow, when in­ 
formation came that Coy was still living 
As the widow of Burgess she and her chil­ 
dren are entitled to over $8,000 pension 
money, hence the necessity of legalizin 
the anion.

Explosion of Gas Creates 
Considerable E x cite­ 
m ent.

Last evening at half poet five o’clock a 
sever explosion of gas occurred at the 
corner of North Franklin and 
Wall 
streets. The explosion tore up the side 
walk in front of the building of Mr. F . 
A. Bennett, marble dealer, and shattered 
all the glass in the building front. 
It seems that there was a leak in the 
gas pipes near the building, but at what 
point had not been discovered. One of 
the employees of the gas company bad 
examined the premises some hours pre­ 
vious to the explosion. 
He was unable 
to locate th 3 leak, it not appearing enffi- 
oiently strong at the surface, but be was 
satisfied that the escaping gas oame 
from 
the 
pipe 
on 
the 
outside 
of the building. Last evening Mr. Ben­ 
nett undertook the task of finding the 
leak himself. 
He went into an area 
leading to tho basement on the Wall 
street Bile and lighted a match. A r ery 
light explosion cr puff caused by gas ig­ 
niting followed; in a moment another, 
I and then another, and then another, 
stronger yet, and finally the grand blow 
out in front on Franklin street. 
Mr. Bennett hurried cut of the base 
ment to see what was the trouble,and 
met Mr. C. E . Church, who had just 
{asst d ovi r the sidewalk and noticed M ra 
Bennett in the open area bunting for the 
gas. Mr. Church was an eye witness to 
all the explosions, and says they were of 
considerable 
fcice. 
The 
sidewalk 
was torn up, the heavy platform hurled 
through tho air to the center of the 
street, and the glais in the building front 
all broken. A marble monument stand­ 
ing on the sidewalk was turned over acc! 
somewhat damaged; otherwise, there was 
no material damage. 
Bapt. Merrill, of the gas company 
with a force of men commenced work 
immediately to find the teak by di rging. 
and alter welting all night found it, It 
appears that the frost had eo disturbed 
the ground at the lamp post located en 
tne corner named and bt the curb of the 
walk, that it broke a castiron elbow con­ 
nection, allowing the gas to escape in 
considerable quantifier. 
This gas had 
worked its way through the ground and 
under the sidewalk to the building. The 
steps leading into the building are some­ 
what higher than the walk, thus afford­ 
ing space for the storage of considerable 
quantities of gas 
This escaped gas ap­ 
peared to find a lcdging place under­ 
neath the sidewalk all around on Frank­ 
lin and Wall streets, and it was when Mr. 
Bennett lighted his match that it was 
ignited aud cf course the i xpio u n fol­ 
lowed . 
Tnere was a general rush to the scene 
o* the explosion, the fire department was 
notified end everything was in readiness 
t J respond in case afire followed. 
This morning Supt. Merrill gave order8 
for the repairs to be made on the build­ 
ing and sidewalk at the expense of the 
gas company. 
It was a fortunate thing for Mr. Ben­ 
nett that he was not in the front of the 
building with his lighted match, and still 
more fortunate for him aud his family 
that the explosion occurred outside in­ 
stead of inside the building. As it is the 
explosion will result in a new sidewalk 
aud a new front in his building and no 
one materially mjared.
